N Monday laft the 7th Inftane, 

Signior Girolomo Juftiniani, new 

Procurator of St. Mark, made 

his publick Entry with great So- 
lemnity, and took his Place in the Senate 
according to Cuftom: And returning to 
his own Palace gave a great Entertainment 
to thofe who had accompanied him. The 
Duke of Mantua is fet out from hence for 
Padua to be prefent at the Celebration of 
the Feaft of St. Anthony, and take the Di- 
verfion of the Fair which is held there 15 
Days. Several Perfons accus’d of Quietifm 
are brought hither from Brefcia. They 
write from that City, that the Proveditore 
Delfino was going to vifit the Frontier 
Places and the Magazines in them ; that he 
has caus\d a very fevere Placard to be pub- 
lifh'd againft Deferters; and that General 
Vifconti was fet out from Brefcia on his 
Journey to the Army under Prince Eugene 
in Piemont. 

Letters from Loretto of the 4th of this 
Month, give an Account, that the Generals 
Taun, Pate, and Vaubonne, arriv’d there 
the 2d, accompanied by a good Number of 
their Officers on Horfeback; that the Go- 
vernour went out to meet and compliment 
them, and conduéted them into the Church 
of our Lady’s Houfe ; that they were receiv’d 
there by the Choir, and treated with great 
Magnificence in the Bifhop’s Palace ; that 
afterwards they were fhewn the Treafury ; 
and that the 3d having perform’d their De- 
votions and din’d in the faid Palace, they 
went to Montechio to joyn their Army, be- 
ing conduéed part of their Way by the Go- 
vernour of Loretto, &c. And that they 
were to march from Montechio to San Se-« 
verino the sth, thence to proceed for Naples 
by theRoadto Rome.

Swedifh Courts are at Variance. We hear 
many of the Inhabitants of Bohemia and 
Silefia have hid or fent out of the Countr 
their beft Effeéts, The Regiments of Horle 
and Foot that are taken into the Pay of the 
Queen of Great-Britain and the States Gene- 
ral of the United Provinces of the Nether- 
lands, having been cloath’d, arm’d, and 
mufter’d, have been ready to march this Fort- 
night, and wait for Orders.

Cologne, June 17. At 10 aClock Night, 
a Party of French came before one of our 
Gates, would have pafs'd for Palatine Troops 
fent to reinforce our Garrifon, and defign’d 
under that Pretence to get into the City ;
